ANNEXURE 

INDIAN PANORAMA 1986 REGULATIONS 

1. Indian Panorama, 1986 

1.1 The Indian Panorama, 1986 (hereinafter 
referred to as “the Indian Panorama") will consist 
of a maximum of 21 full-length feature films, with 
English sub-titles and a maximum of 21 short films, 
with English commentary or English sub-titles. 

1.2 The best feature and short films prodifccd in 
India and certified during the period mentioned in 
regulation 2.1 distinguished by cinematic, thematic 
and aesthetic excellence, out of the films entered in 
the Indian Panorama, shall be selected for inclusion 
in the Indian Panorama, in accordance with the 
procedure laid down in these Regulations. 

1.3 The films selected will be exhibited in the 
Indian Panorama Section of Filmotsav '86 to be held 
in Hyderabad from 10th—24lh January, 1986. 

2. Eligibility 

2.1 A film in 16 mm., 35 mm or in a wider gauge 
made in any Indian language and certified by the 
Central Board of Film Certification between 16th 
October, 1984 and 31st August, 1985 (both days 
inclusive) is eligible for entry in the Indian Pano¬ 
rama. However, a film certified between 1st October, 
1984 and 15th October, 1984 (both days inclusive) 
will also be eligible for entry in the Indian Pano¬ 
rama provided it had not been entered for Indian 
Panorama, 1985. 

2.2 In the case of a short film, in addition to the 
condition relating to the gauge referred to in 
regulation 2.1. it shall not exceed 1000 metres in 
length in 35 mm and 400 metres in length in 16nim.

3.1 A producer (which icnp in these Regulations 
includes the right-holder of the film) desirous of

3.2 The last date for receipt of applicaiions in 
the Directorate is 20th September, 19S5. 

3.3 The Directorate shall scrutinise the applica¬

3.4 The producer shall submit the print to the 
loflicer indicated in the intimation letcrred to in 
icgulation 3.3. so as to reach him within seven 
dayv of the receipt of the mtimalion.

7.5 Each print shall be accompanied by the mate¬

3.6 In the case trf outstalion entries, the print 
and other material shall be despatched by rail|air 
to the olficcr indicated in vegulatien 3.3, with a 
separate intimation regarding consignment number 
and other details. To avoid delay caused while 
sending material by rail, film print and other mate¬ 
rial may be sent by air. 

3.7 In case any of the requircmenis mentioned in 
this part of the Regulation.-, arc not complied with 
bv the producer, the en'ry is liable lo be jejected 
summarily;. 

4. Selection of Indian Panorama films 

4.1 The films for inclusion in Ihc Indian Pano¬ 
rama shall be selected by an all-India Sdlectiori Panel 
(liereinafter referred to as “All-India Panel") lo be 
constituted by the Directorate, with the approval of 
the Government of India. 

4.2 The All-India Panel shall be assisted by 
Regional Selection Panels to be set up in Bombay, 
Calcutta and Madras by the Directorate, with the 
approval of the Government of India. 

4.3 The panels will delciminc their own work 
procedures. 

4.4 The decision of the All-India Panel shall be 
final aiid uo correspondence regarding i's decisions 
shall be entertained. 

5 Acquisition of prints of films selected for Indian 

Panorama, 1986 

5.1 In case a film is selected for the Indian 
Panorama, the Directorate will have the light lo buy, 
on behalf of the Go'.crmncnt of India in ibe Ministry 
of Information and Bioadcasting, one or more prints 
thereof at a cost not exceeding the actual price of 
(he raw material and processing charges. 

5.2 The Directorate will have the right lo get 
the print sub-tilled in English or'and in other lan¬ 
guages. 

5.3 If the Directorate ask for one or more \'ideo 
copic.s of the sub-titled print of the film, tlie producer 
.shall cither supply the same lo ihe Directorate or 
allow the Directorate to make video copies on their 
own. However, if video copies are not supplied by 
(he producer to the Directorate wiihin a period of 
one month, the Directorate shall have the right to 
get the required number of video copies made on 
their own. Even when the 'fideo copies arc supp¬ 
lied by the producer, tlie cn.t thereof, i.e. the pricc 
of the blank video cassette and the processing 
charges, will be borne b}' the Directorate, The 
video copies will not be used for public screenings, 
commercial or otherwise, 

5.4 The print enlcrcd for the Indian Panmama 
sh.nll be retained bv tlie Directornie for spntlins, in 
case the film is neither in English nor Mib-litled in 
English and .shall be returned ^snly after spotting is 
over. 
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5.5 In the case ol a [ilni ^.elected for the Tnd'an 
Panorama, all the material lelcircd to m regulation 

3.5 shall be kept by the Directorate for use as Lind 
when necessary. The producer shall also .supply on 
demand from, the Directorate, additional publicity 
material to the Diractoram to facilitate the parti- 
c'pation of the film in various festivals as detailed 
in regulation 7.2, 

5.6 I'hc authoi ismioa in foim TP.-11 .shall be 
made use of by the National Film Archive of India, 
Pune, for preservation and archival use and the 
authorisations in forms I,P-111 ta), I.P-111 (b), 

I.P.-IIl (c) and I,P.-lII(d) shall be made use of 
bv the Directorate for use as in regulations 7.1 and 

7,2 only in case a film is selected for the Indian 
Panorama. 

6. Return of prints 

6.1 In the event of a film not being selected for 
Indian Panorama, its print and the accompanying 
material shall be returned to the piuducer within 
30 days of the final meeting of the AllTndia Panel. 

6.2 The Directorate shall bear the return cost of 
despatch of the print and publicity material of the 
film. The print will be returned by the same mode 
by which it is sent by the producer. 

7. Use of Indian Panorama films 

7.1 As mentioned in regulation 1.3, the films 
selected for the Indian Panorama will initially be 
used for screenings at the Indian Panorama Section 
of Filmotsav '<86 to be held in Hyderabad from 13th 
to 24th January, 1986, orovided that no claim of any 
kind would lie against the Directorate for their inabi¬ 
lity to show a film due to technical or any other 
reasons. 

7.2 The prints may also be used for participa- 
llen in various international film festivals, Indian 
.■film weeks organised in other countries. Indian 
Panorama festivals and other non-commercial screen¬ 
ings, within the conntrv and abroad. Tor all such 
screenings, the producer will not be eligible for any 
payment. He.she nill, howe.'er, be kepi informed 
of such screenings, 

8. Arbitration 

8.1 Should any dispnle or difference arise bet- 
v/een the producer ,r:id the Directorate about any 
matter covered by thc^e Regulations, the same shall 
be referred to the Seer-'iaiy, Ministry of Information 
and Broadcasting, Government ol India whose deci¬ 
sion in the matter shall be final and binding on both 
tlic parties.
